may even be violent in nature, but such 
force is usually tied to some ennoble- 
ment of the human spirit or the develop- 
ment of human fortitude.

Paulsen’s childhood was grim until he dis- 

covered reading at age 13. On a coid 

-Minnesota night, he stepped 
into a public library to get 
warm. A librarian took inter- 
est in Paulsen and offered 
him his very own library card 
and a book to check out. 

“My life was going to 

Hell,’ Paulsen says. “My par- 

ents were drunks. I had 

poor grades. | never had a 

date in school. | never went 

to a party. | was a total out- 
cast all my life. But one part of my life was 
wonderful—reading." 

At 14, Paulsen ran away from home to 
join a carnival. Over the years he's been a 
ranch hand, truck driver, sailor, soldier, 
construction worker, engineer. 

The realization that he had to become a 


= writer occurred. suddenly, while Paulsen 


uthor Gary Paulsen writes 
feverishly, as though his life 
depended on it. And, in a way, 
his life does depend on it. 

“Pm not a dog musher who writes, or a 
cowboy who writes, or a soldier who 
writes.” Paulsen says. “I’m a writer who 
did these other things. There are things 
that I do that interest me, but writing is 
who I am. It affects everything.” 

Paulsen has written more than 150 
books and 200 articles and short stories 
for children and adults, winning numerous 
literary awards, including the Newbery 
Award for his novels Hatchet (adapted for 
. film as A Cry in the Wild, airing on The 
Disney Channel in May), Dogsong, and 
The Winter Room. Paulsen is also the 
author of Nightjohn, an acclaimed novel 
for young readers that is a powerful story 
of courage. Nightjohn is now an original 
Disney Channel film, starring Beau 
Bridges, Carl Lumbly, and Allison Jones. 
It's a world premiere on Saturday, June 1. 

Born May 17, 1939, to alcoholic parents, 
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was working as a satellite technician for a 
California aerospace firm. 

=] was sitting there one night and I 
knew | had to write. | don't know how to 
describe it. It was the absolute, certain 
knowledge that | had to be a writer. | stood 
up and backed away from the tracking 
console. | got in my Bug and drove to 
Hollywood. | didn't know anything about 
being a writer. | just needed to find writ- 
ers, somewhere." 

Paulsen spent the next year in 
Hollywood as a proofreader, working on 
his own writing every night. Then he left 
California and drove to northern 
Minnesota, where he rented a lakeside 
cabin for $25 a month—a rent he couldn't 
afford. He speared fish through the ice for 
food. By the end of the winter, Paulsen 
had completed his first novel. 

Living in the remote woods, Paulsen 
turned to the sport of dog racing, entering 
Alaska's famed Iditarod. In 1985, after run- 
ning the Iditarod a second time, Paulsen 
suffered an attack of angina. Forced to 
give up his 91 dogs, Paulsen harnessed 
all his energy to writing.

ning at 5:30, Paulsen rises to 
meditate. At 6, he sits at his computer 
where he writes until noon. Then for two 
hours he goes through the nearly 200 fan 


letters that arrive daily at his ranch in New © 


Mexico. By 2, he's back at the keyboard. 
At 5:30, he takes a 30-minute supper 
break, and then works until 11. 

“Some people view them as obsessive,” 
Paulsen says of His work habits. — 

Yet what others view as obsessive 
Paulsen sees as "maximum expressio 
Since running the Iditarod, Paulsen has 
sought maximum expression in all that he 
does. 

Thus, when Paulsen started writing for 
young people, he spent two years on the 
road, visiting kids in schools. 

“What | learned about young people 
came directly from them.” he says. “I trav- 
eled constantly. Inner-city schools. farm 
schools, Indian villages in Alaska. | talked 
to kids and learned. I asked them, ‘What 
kinds of books do you like?" 

Just as reading and writing redefined 
and reshaped Paulsen's life, he sees read- 
ing and writing as vital to the future of 
young people today. 

“Young people have to be better than 
us,” he says bluntly. “We're putting prob- 
lems on them that are staggeringly diffi- 
cult to solve. And we have to help them 
solve those problems. Everything we 
know as a species is in books. Writing, in 
that sense, is vital, really vital." 

Paulsen adds, “When ! visited schools, | 
told the kids: ‘Read all the time. Read 
when they tell you not to read. Read with 
a flashlight under the covers. Read on the 
bus. Read every moment you can. Read 
standing on the corner. Read like a wolf 
eats. Read."

Right. Of course, Faulkner skipped a few things—the ability to bring people and & 
situations to life in words; the discipline required to sit down, every day, before 
a blank page (or screen) and fill it with words and words and more words. Nor 
did he mention poverty, neglect, and frustration. Indeed, while it sounds grand fo 
say “I'm a writer”, the realities of a writer's life are often otherwise. 

So herewith are some of the plain facts, pure trivia, and painful ironies to be 


found in pursuing a weiter’s life. 

CHARLES DICKENS |
